miab, though they lived in two dif- 
ferent ages, ſeem both to be ſent 

with the ſame commiſſion, and for the ſame 
purpoſe. They both lament, reprove, expo- 
ſtulate with, and threaten the Fews, on ac- 
count of their many iniquities and back- 
ſlidings, their revolting and rebellious heart, 
their hypocritical pretences to righteouſneſs, 
their notorious neglect and perverſion of truth. 
They 


HE two Prophets, 1/a:ah and Jere-

T hey both earneſtly exhort them to repent- 
ance ; and both forewarn them, not only of 
the natural and neceſſary ill effects of their 
fins, in general, but alſo of ſeveral particular 
Judgment that awaited them, and would 
certainly be inflicted upon them, as a puniſh- 
ment for their obſtinate and intractable diſ- 

pofition, by the immediate hand of Heaven. 

And the chief, if not the only difference 
berween them ſeems to be this : that as the 
gentler admonitions and exhortations of Ha- 
ah had availed but little, Jeremiah, who 
came after him, and when the meaſure of 
their iniquity was near being full, blows the 
trumpet of wrath more frequently and loud- 
ly, denouncing vengeance againſt them with 
more vehemence of ſpirit, and more aſpe- 
rity of language. 

' Run ye to and fro, ſays he, through the 
Areets of Jeruſalem, and ſee now, and know, 

and ſeek in the broad places thereof, if ye can 
find a man, if there be any that executeth 
Judgment, that feeketh the truth, and I will 
pardon it. And though they ſay, © The Lord 
liveth,” farely they ſwear falſely. Though 
they make a pretence and parade of Religion, 
yet is it all, at bottom, deceitfulneſs and falſe- 
hood. Thu haft flricken them, but they have 


not 
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not grieved ; thou haſt conſumed them, but they 
have refuſed to receive correction: they have 
made their faces harder than a rock,: they have 
refuſed to return. And thus he goes on, with 
a continued complaint, throwing in, at pro- 
per diſtances, very beautifully, by way of 
burden, Shall 1 not viſit for theſe things; 
faith the Lord; und ſhall not my ſoul be avenged 
on ſuch à nation as this? And then; after the 
laſt repetition of this expoſtulation, follow 
the words of my ' text, as the ſtrongeſt in- 
ſtance that could be-given of the degenerate 
and deſperate ſtate of that ungovernable 
people. 

A wonderful and horrible thi ng ts committed 
in the land.

Now the uſe I propoſe to make of this 
paſſage is this: 

In the firſt place, to conſider how far this 
repreſentation of the people of the eus, in 
the days of TJeremah, bears reſemblance to 
the preſent ſtate of theſe nations: 

And then, by way of application, to ſhew 
the abſurdity of /oving to have it fo,

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Firſt then, in order to form a right judg- 
ment how far the reprehenſion in the text is 
applicable to the preſent ſtate of 7heſe king- 
doms, let us conſider, ſeparately, the ſeveral 

iculars here mentioned. 

The firſt of which is, That a wonderful 
and horrible thing is committed in the land. 
And how many wonderful and borrible things 
have been committed in theſe realms, no man 
needs to be informed, who is not an utter 
ſtranger to our hiſtory. Of which, among 
many others, the occafion of his day's ſolem- 
nity is one flagrant inſtance. For though, 
through the watchful providence of Hea- 
ven, the miſchief intended was happily de- 
feated, yet as the conſpiracy was formed, and 
the inhuman attempt made, the crime, though 
not the fa#, may fairly be ſaid to have been 
committed; and was, in all its circumſtances, 
moſt amazingly horrible. | 

It is, I am ſenſible, the intereſt of ſome 
people, and the humour of others, to call in 
queſtion the reality even of any ſuch attempt. 
But, whether every particular circumſtance 
of the account we have of it be exactly re- 
lated or not, moſt certain it is, that the dark 


and cruel ſpirit of popery was at that time 
F very 


Is ns

very buſily at work among its profeſſbrs, 
ſtrongly exciting them to wreak their reſent- 
ment on the prince who then reigned, for 
having diſappointed their hopes, with regard 
to an ample toleration, at leaſt, if not an ga- 
bliſhment, of their corrupt religion ; or, I 
ſhould rather have ſaid indeed, their moſt 
abominable ſuperſtition. 

And that this particular conſpiracy, horrid 
as it is, is not at all more horrid, more black, 
or iniquitous, than many other acts of bar- 
barity, which the church of Rome, in the 
fury of her zeal, has often, in this very land, 
required as a duty, practiſed as a virtue, and 
gloried in as meritoricus, is beyond all doubt. 
And why then ſhould it be thought incredi- 
ble that ſhe could be, and was, guilty of 
this ? 

II. The next article is, that e Prophets 
propheſy falſely 

Now the buſineſs of a prophet was To 
foretell future events---To work miracles in 
vindication of his divine miſſion---And to 
interpret the laws of God.. With regard to 
all which particulars, there are zow, among 
7s, at the leaſt as many falſe prophets as 
there are miſſionaries from the church of 
Rome. 


As 
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As to future events, they have oſten vainly 
propheſied, that the Proteſtant Religion, with 
all who dare to profeſs and practiſe it, would 
ſoon be extirpated and deſtroyed. But, thanks 
be to Heaven H- this threatened vengeance, 
God, in his mercy, has hitherto averted ; and 
will, we truſt, continue to avert. And may 
ſuch prophets, whoſe delight it is to propheſy: 
evil, ever propheſy falſely ! 

Again: if we conſider what numberleſs 
heaps of ſpurious miracles, and lying won- 
ders, are continually coined in the ſame baſe 
mint, we cannot but acknowlege that they 
who work in it are, in this reſpect alſo, falſe 
5 and the greateſt of deceivers. 

But the point which I ſhall chiefly inſiſt 
upon, at preſent, as being moſt to our preſent 
purpoſe, is this: that with regard to that 
branch of the prophetical office, which re- 
lates to the interpretation of God's laws, the 
church of Rome (who ſtiles herſelf the only 
znfallible guide) does, in the groſſeſt and moſt 
horrible manner, propheſy falſely ; of which 
a multitude of proofs might eaſily be pro- 
duced ; but it will ſufficient to mention. one, 
which bears a more immediate relation to the 
ſubject before us; and that is, what is com- 
. called the Depej ng Doctrine; the 

doctrine 
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doctrine of the Pope's pretended power to 
depoſe, and even to devote to deſtruction, any 
Prince, who ſhall have ſpirit and virtue 
enough to ſhake off the tyranny of the 
church of Rome; which they call Hereſy. 
And though this doctrine is ſo ſhockingly 
abſurd, and has been ſo often, and fo fully 
expoſed, that there can be no great occaſion 
for uſing many arguments to guard our Pro- 
teſtant brethren againſt it; yet ſince it is 
often diſowned by ſome Papiſts, and often 
palliated and diſguiſed by others, who are, 
or pretend to be, leſs bigotted than the com- 
mon herd, it may not be amiſs to produce an 
inſtance or two, by which it will appear, 
that it is actually maintained and taught, as 
an article of faith, and rule of practice, not 
only in private, by their prieſts in general, 
but by public authority; by the conſtitutions 
of their popes, and the decrees of their coun- 
cils. 
| As to the former, the conſtitutions of their 
popes, there needs no other proof than that 
well-known Bull of pope Pius V. which he 
iſſued forth with all imaginable pomp, againſt 


that glorious Proteſtant princeſs Queen Eliza- 
beth, which in Engliſh runs thus : 


ce Pius 
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4 Pius V. the Supreme Pontiff, (or Bi- 
c ſhop) has, through the plenitude of his 
« apoſtolical power, declared that Eligabetb 
te is deprived of her pretended right to the 
« kingdom, and of all dominion, dignity, 
« and privilege, thereunto belonging ; and 
« alſo that the nobles, ſubjects, and people 
* of the ſaid kingdom, together with all 
* others who have, in any manner, ſworn 
te allegiance to her, are, for ever, abſofved 
* from all obligation ariſing from ſuch oath, 
te and from all manner of ſubjection, fealty, 
te and obedience.” 

And that their partiality to their own fra- 
ternity is equal to their hatred and perſecu- 
tion of others, is plain, from that anathema 
or excommunication of pope Paul V. which 
is uſually publiſhed (in Cænd Domini, or) on 
Maunday Ti wy +. The 19th article of 

which

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which is as follows: Alſo we excommu- 
«© nicate and anathematize all magiſtrates, 
« judges, &c. who ſhall at all interpoſe, in 
<« capital, or criminal caſes, againſt any eccle- 
« fiaſtical perſons, by proceſſing, baniſhing, 
or apprehending them, or pronouncing, 
« or executing any ſentences againſt hem, 
<* without the ſpecial, particular, and expreſs 
e licence of this holy apoſtolical See.” 

Nor is it leſs evident that the decrees of 
their councils do, in this reſpect, exactly agree 
with thoſe of the papal chair; of which the 
famous * 4th council of Lateran, and the 
council of Conſtance, are flaming proofs. 
Which councils, no Papiſt will deny to be 
true general councils ; eſpecially the former, 
which conſiſted of + two patriarchs, ſeventy- 
one primates and metropolitans, four hun- 
dred and twelve biſhops, with more than 
eight hundred abbots and priors ; and yet, in 
theſe councils, the infamous doctrine above- 
mentioned of depoſing princes, and abſolv-

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ing ſubjects from their allegiance, is avowed 
and eſtabliſhed, in the moſt expreſs and poſi- 
tive terms; and enforced with all the terrors 
that are ſet in array againſt Hereſy. 

In ſhort, almoſt all their Bulls, Conſtitu- 
tions, and Decrees of councils, are little elſe 
than ſo many Licences, Authorities, and 
Sanctions for Faction and Perſecution. 

But are theſe the doctrines of the Goſpel 
of peace? Is this * putting us in mind to be 


ſubhect to principalities, and to obey magiſtrates? 


Is it for this, that + ſupplications, prayers, 
and interceſſions are to be made for Kings, and 


for all that are in authority? And this the 


meaning of all thoſe texts which enjoin 
meekneſs, humility, and charity, I /tudy:ng 
to be quiet, and minding our own buſineſs ? So 
indeed this only infallible guide, this faithful 
guardian and interpreter of the ſcriptures, 
would fain perſuade us. But ſurely if ever 
there was a falſe prophet in this ſenſe of the 
words, if ever any falſe teacher, or unfair 
expoſitor of the word of God, the teachers 
of theſe doctrines are undoubtedly ſuch. 

And, to do them juſtice, their practice has 
been perfectly ſuitable to their principles; as

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appears from the hiſtories of all nations in 
which they have ever gained any footing, or, 
at leaſt, any conſiderable influence. For, 
not to mention again the execrable Conſpi- 
racy of this day, there is one particular ac- 
count given by * Davila, in his hiſtory of 
the civil wars of France, relating to the Holy 
League, (as they impiouſly called their traiter- 
ous confederacy againſt Henry III, of France) 
which plainly ſhews, that the church of 
Rome was ſo far from diſowning, or being 
aſhamed of the Depoſing Doctrine, that they 
made it matter of publick triumph. It ap- 
pearing, on record, that a great and ſolemn 
proceſſion was made, by order from the Car- 
dinal Legate, to implore God's aſſiſtance for 
the ſucceſs of that League againſt the King. 
In which proceſſion the Prelates, Prieſts, and 
Monks of the ſeveral religious orders, did 

all of them walk in their accuſtomed habits, 
with corſlets, guns, fwords, partiſans, and all 
kinds of arms, offenſive as well as defenſive; 
which were hardly, I preſume, carried thus 
merely as ornaments, or helps to deyotion, 
like beads and crucifixes ; but plainly ſhew- 
ed that the bearers of them well knew what

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Spirit they were of; I mean that moſt deteſ- 


table ſpirit, the ſpirit of Perſecution; and were 
determined to execute whatever t ſhould 
dictate. 

Which leads me to the Third and Laſt 
article of the complaint in the text, that 
while theſe prophets do thus propheſy falſely, 
The prieſts (the prieſts who are their depu- 
ties) bear rule by their means, by following 


their example, in teaching the fame abſurd 


doctrines ; acting with the ſame ſpirit of vio- 
lence; ſaying and doing (in obedience to 
their commands) whatever they ſhall think 
neceſſary, or convenient, to delude, ſubdue, 
and enſlave mankind. 

Whoever bears rule over the conſcience of 
any man, will very ſoon be his ruler in all 
other reſpects. And as long as any man, or 
body of men, can prevail upon others to 
believe that they are the infallible oracles of 
truth, and they alone; that the key of life 
alſo is in their hands; and with it an abſo- 
lute authority to open and ſhut juſt as they 
pleaſe ; ſo long it mult be in their power, to 
bear the moſt arbitrary and uncontroulable 
rule over the liberties and properties, the 
ſouls and bodies of ſuch bigotted wretches, 
and force them to do whatever they ſhall re- 
quire. And 
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And what uſe they have made, and do 
ſtill make, of this power, not only the deſo- 


late and ſervile ſtate of thoſe countries where 


Popery reigns in the fullneſs of its ſtrength ; 


but, which is ſtill worſe, the numberleſs 


maſſacres which are recorded in their hiſto- 


ries, and the unparalleled cruelties of their 
inhuman Inquiſitions, do ſufficiently teach us. 

But we need not go abroad for proofs of 
this nature; our own annals bearing dread- 
ful teſtimony that no tyranny can be greater 
or more inſupportable, than that of the 
Triple-crown, as exerciſed by its ſubſtitutes, 
the Legates and Prieſts. 

And though our Great Deliverer, whom 
we are this day to commemorate as the pe- 
culiar Patron and Guardian of Liberty, has, 
in great meaſure, freed us from that yoke, 


burſt its bonds aſunder, and caſt away the cords 


, ſlavery from us; yet, if we conſider the 


floth and poverty, the ignorance and bigotry, 
with all the conſequent evils and inconveni- 
encies, under which the largeſt and faireſt 
parts of this kingdom are ſtill miſerably 
ſunk ; while another part, though leſs fa- 
voured by nature, wears the tace of plenty, 
and 1s, as it were, the Canaan of our land ; it 


can hardly be doubted but that this differ- 
ence

ence is chiefly, if not entirely, owing to the 
two different ſtates they are in, with regard 


to Religion. The one being oppreſſed, im- 


poveriſhed, and diſpirited, not by a civil, but 


an eccleſiaſtical, popiſh tyranny ; while the 
other is ſecure and happy in the enjoyment 
of true Proteſtant Liberty in all reſpects. 

But if ſuch are the abſurdities in doctrine, 
ſuch the enormities in practice, and fo perni- 
cious the effects with which Pepery is ever 
attended, can any people, but more eſpecially 
can this people love to have it fo? In this 
reſpect, it is to be Roped, the reprehenſion in 
the text is not ſo applicable to the preſent 
ſtate of this kingdom. 


If any there are who call themſelves Pro- 
teflants, Friends of Liberty, and Patrons of 


Private Judgment, and yet are inclined to 
favour Popery, for the ſake of arbitrary pow- 
er, and the poor unmanly pleaſure of lording 
it over a herd of wretches, by having their 


Paſtors at command, they are, I hope, few, 


and will, every day, become fewer. 

But if all who are not with us are againſt 
1s; if all who are indifferent with regard to 
Religion in general, or the Proteſtant Reli- 
gion in particular; if all who live and act as 
if they were indifferent with regard to right 

and 
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and wrong, truth and falſhood, may juſtly 
be looked upon as aſſiſting and promoting 
the cauſe of Popery, (which is moſt certainly 
the caſe, whether they intend it or not) if all, 
I fay, who do not the utmoſt in their power 
to prevent the miſchiefs of Bigotry and Su- 
perſtition, are, in ſome degree, anſwerable for 
them, and may fairly be reckoned in the 
number of thoſe who love to have it ſo; 
then indeed, it muſt be owned, there are by 
far too many who will find it difficult to 
eſcape this charge. 

Let us now therefore, by way of applica- 
tion, earneſtly expoſtulate with all ſuch per- 
ſons, and beg them ſeriouſly to conſider, 
while conſideration may be of uſe, what one 
good end they can propoſe to anſwer, or what 
advantage, what laſting advantage they can 
expect to receive from ſo idle and ſo incon- 
ſiſtent a behaviour: what a torrent of evils 
they are making way for, by thus neglecting 
to keep up their boundaries; and how they 
will ſupport themſelves againſt it, if once it 
be ſuffered to break in upon us; what mercy 
they can hope for when Perſecution is once 
begun; and what they will do in the end there- 
of, when expoſed to all the rage and reſent- 
ment of ſo implacable an enemy, with whom 


the 
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the utmoſt cruelty is looked upon as a virtue, 
and immediate death is often really an act of 
mercy. 8 

If the monſter is formidable even in chains, 
what madneſs muſt it be to let it looſe ! Let 
us remember what havock it has formerly 
made, and conſider that the nature and tem- 
per of it is ſtill the ſame. 

In one reſpect indeed it is happy for man- 
kind that diſtreſſes, when paſt, are ſoon for- 
gotten ; but an whapprneſs and a weakneſs it 
is ſo ſoon, and ſo intirely to forget them, as 
not to make the proper % of them, by 
learning to guard againſt them for the future. 

Let any man who finds himſelf at all in- 
clined to favour Popery, or indifferent whe- 
ther it gains ground or not, let him only 
carry his thoughts back to thoſe melancholy 
days of Tyranny and Perſecution, when many 
thouſands of Proteſtants were deliberately 
murdered, with all the ſtudied arts of cruelty; 
and let him bring the cafe home, by ſuppo- 
fing that he himſelf is to fall the next ſacri- 
fice to the ſame unretenting rage of Bzgotry, 
and hen let him ſay whether he would love, 
or chooſe, to have it fo. 

But it is not our dread or deteſtation of it 
alone, that will be able to remove this evil, 

unleſs, 
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unleſs, at the fame time, we make uſe of 
ſuch means as diſcretion and experience point 


out to us, as proper remedies againſt it. 
Some few of which I ſhall barely mention, 
and then conclude. 

I. And firſt then, the chief and moſt effec- 
tual means to ſucceed in this, and every other 
undertaking, is, 7 ſecure the favour of the 
Almighty, by a conſtant and uniform obedience 
to the Divine Will. 

But as we are not to expect that Heaven 
will work miracles for our defence, it will 
therefore behove us, in the 

IT. Next place, To tale heed unto ourſelves z 
to fit down, and conſider, * while the enemy is, 
as yet, a great way off, what ſtrength will be 
requiſite, and what meaſures proper to be 
taken, to prevent their having any advantage 
over us, ſhould they approach to hurt us ; and 
then to make proviſion accordingly. But this 
point I am precluded from ſpeaking to, by 
the vigilance and zeal which has already been 
ſhewn for the publick ſafety. | 

III. Again: The education of our youth, is 
another important point, which ought to be 
very carefully attended to, it we are really

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and ſincerely deſirous to leſſen the baneful 


i of Popery. 


And if ſo, the Proteſtant Working-ſebools 
are undoubtedly ſuch an inſtitution as muſt 
be highly uſeful. For were there no other 
uſe in them but the encouragement of indu- 


r, that alone would greatly contribute to 


check the progreſs of ſupertition, and leſſen 


the number of its votaries. For as bigotry 


produces ignorance, idleneſs, and poverty; 
ſo idleneſs, poverty, and ignorance do, in 


their turn, produce bigotry. Whereas, on 


the other hand, induſtry procures property; 


property inſpires a love of liberty; and a 


love of liberty is the beſt and ſureſt guard 
againſt the /avi/h doctrines of Popery. 

IV. A fourth means Highly proper and 
neceſſary to anſwer this end is znanm:ty, or, 
at leaſt, an unity of ſpirit and affection, 


among Proteſtants of all denominations. In 


matters of ſmall importance we may with 
leſs danger differ from, and ought to bear 
with, each other. But when the Proteſtant 
zntereſt in general calls equally upon Al of 
us for protection, let us All, as we value our 
rehgion, our laws, our liberties, our proper- 
ties, and our lives, join hand and heart in the 

common 
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common cauſe, and loſe no opportunity of 
ſtrengthening and promoting it. 

V. The next and laſt thing that I ſhall 
mention as one of the beſt preſervatives 
againſt Popery, and the ſureſt anchor we have 
to truſt to, is, a faithful and loyal obedience to 
our Sovereign Lord King George ; on whom, 
and his Royal iſſue, the continuance and en- 
joyment of all theſe advantages, do, under 
God, wholly depend ; and with whom the 
Safety, Freedom, and Proſperity of theſe king- 
doms muſt ſtand or fall. 

Let us therefore beſeech Almighty God, 
that it may pleaſe Hm to be his defender and 
keeper, giving him the vidlory over all his ene- 
mies; and thereby ſecuring to him and his 


people, the bleſſings of peace. 


Which may the Almighty vouchſafe to 
grant, for the merits of Jeſus Chriſt our Re- 


deemer! Amen.

HIS diſcourſe being ſent to the preſs, 
when firſt publiſhed, juſt as it was 
preached ; and the extraordinary length of 
the ſervice appointed for the day on which it 
was delivered, together with the ceremonies 
attending it, making it neceſſary, or proper, 
at leaſt, for the Preacher to be as conciſe as 
poſſible, ſeveral very material points were 
therefore then paſſed over unnoticed, or only 
juſt mentioned. And, among the reſt; one, 
in particular, of ſo much importance, and fo 
cloſely connected with the main ſubject, as 
would well have juſtified its being ſpoken to 
more fully, if the circumſtances of time and 
place would have allowed of it. The point 
I mean is, what is commonly called the Dz/- 
penſing Doctrine; with regard to which there- 
fore, it will not, I preſume, be at all improper 
or unſeaſonable to add, by way of appendix, 
to this new edition, the three following quæ- 
ries, 
I. Whether any aſſurances, promiſes, or 
paths, given or made by perſons who hold 
the 
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the Diſßenſing Doctrine, or, in other words, 
who not only believe that they innocently 
may, but alſo that they are in duty bound 
implicitely to obey their eccleſiaſtical ſuperiars, 
and do whatever they ſhall require of them, 
as neceſſary for the ſupport and propagation of 
their religion, notwithſtanding any aſſurance, 
promiſe, or oath, given or made to the con- 
trary ;—Whether, I fay, the aſſurances, pro- 
miles, or oaths, of ſuch perſons can ſafely be 
depended on, eſpecially in caſes relating to 
their religion, whenever the authority of 
what they call The Church ſhall be fully ex- 
erted for that purpoſe, in any manner, whe- 
ther right or wrong ? 

2. Whether Papiſts, of all forts, do not 
generally hold this doctrine, fo far, atleaſt, as 
to be influenced by it, whenever the full 
weight of ecclefiaftical authority ſhall en- 
force it? And,
